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Summary 


Following  a  slight  decline  in  production  prospects  for  vegetables  in 
general  during  September,  market  prices  in  late  October  averaged  higher  than 
both  a  month  earlier  and  a  year  earlier,  according  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultur- 
al Economics.     Seasonal  market  factors  and  improved  demand  conditions  also 
plajred  a  part  in  the  advance  in  prices. 


during  September.    The  October  1  estimate  is  for  a  crop  of  28k  million  bushels, 
or  slightly  less  than  the  193&  crop.    Most  of  the  reduction  is  in  the  Eastern 
and  Central  late  States.    The  prospect  in  the  Western  States  improved  slightly. 

Prospects  for  the  United  States  sweetpotato  crop  also  went  down  in 
September.     The  estimate  now  is  for  a  crop  of  l6  million  bushels,  or  aboiit 
500,000  bushels  less  than  was  produced  in  1338. 

Although  the  total  United  States  acreage  of  all  truck  crops  for  mar- 
ket is  slightly  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  the  acreage  in  the  late  States 
is  slightly  smaller  and  production  indications  are  for  smaller  late  crops 
except  for  snap  beans,  beets,  celery,  and  onions.     The  acreage  of  fall  and 
winter  vegetables  planted  in  the  Southern  States  and  California  is  indicated 
to  be  about  6  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier.

age  of  all  truck  crops  for  manufacture  was  reduced  sharply 


in  1939 »  and  production  declined  about  17  percent.     This  smaller  tonnage 


indicates  smaller  packs  of  canned  vegetables,  but  because  of  increased 
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carry-over  stocks  the  total  supply  is  expected  to  be  sufficient  for  all 
normal  requirements, 

POTATOES 

Late  potato  prospects  declined  slightly  during  September,  and  on 
October  1  the  crop  was  indicated  to  total  2gU  million  "bushels.     This  is 
about  6  million  bushels  less  than  w£s  indicated  a  month  earlier  and  3  million 
bushels  less  than  the  crop  produced  in  1932.    Late  crop  prospects  declined 
in  both  Eastern  and  Central  groups  of  States  but  increased  in  the  West.  As 
compared  with  a  year  earlier  the  October  indications  were  about  1  percent 
smaller  in  the  Eastern  late  States  and  about  k  percent  smaller  in  the  Central 
States,  but  about  3  percent  larger  in  the  Western,  group. 

The  decline  in  crop  prospects  in  the  Eastern  and  Central  late  States, 
together  with  improving  demand  conditions,  had  a  strengthening  effect  on 
eastern  market  prices.    At  New  York  City  prices  of  Green  Mountains  averaged 
$1,88  per  100-ppund  sack  during  the  week  ended  October  El,  compared  with 
$l.o0  a  month  earlier  and  $1,10  a  year  earlier.    Prices  of  Idaho  Russetts 
at  New  York  City  declined,  however,  from  $2.U8  to  $2.08  during  the  last  k 
weeks  and  averaged  $1.95  during  the  week  of  October  22,  1938.    At  Chicago 
prices  of  Idaho  Russet ts  averaged  $1.69  during  the  week  of  October  21,  com- 
pared with  $1,66  a  month  earlier  and  $1*57  a  year  earlier.  Midwestern 
varieties  aeclined  in  price  at  Chicago  is  recent  weeks  but  averaged  about 
7  cents  per  100-pound  sack  above  the  average  for  the  corresponding  week  last 
year. 

The  carlot  movement  of  potatoes  in  recent  weeks  has  been  slightly 
heavier  than  in  1938,  but  shipments  from  the  late  States  this  season  to 
October  21  totaled  only  slightly  more  than  to  October  22  last  season, 

SV/EITPOTATOES 

Production  prospects  for  sweetpotstoes  declined  in  September,  and  as 
of  October  1  the  crop  was  estimated  to  total  76  million  bushels.     This  was 
a  drop  of  2,5  million  bushels  from  the  estimate  a  month  earlier  and  about 
500,000  bushels  less  than  the  1933  crop.     Crop  prospects  increased  in  the 
Central  Atlantic  Coast  States  and  in  California  but  declined  in  other  areas* 

Sweetpotato  prices  at  market  centers  declined  seasonally  in  recent 
weeks  and  averaged  slightly  lower  then  a  year  earlier.     The  usual  trend  of 
sweetpotato  prices  is  upward  from  the  fall,  when  the  crop  is  being  harvested, 
to  the  end  of  the  marketing  season, 

TRUCK  CHOPS  POP  MARKET 

The  acreage  of  all  truck  crops  planted  for  fresh  market  shipment  in 
1939  is  indicated  to  be  slightly  larger  than  the  record  large  acreage  in  193&. 
In  the  late  producing  States,  however,  the  acreage  is  reduced  about  3  percent 
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from  a  year  earlier.  Reductions  occurred  in  late  snap  beans,  cabbage,  carrot 
cauliflower,  and  green  peas. 

Production  of  only  late  snap  beans,  beets,  celery,  and  onions  appears 
to  be  larger  than  in  193&*  smaller  supplies  of  most  late  crops  together 

with  improving  consumer  purchasing  power  this  fall  have  caused  market  prices 
to  advance  in  recent  weeks.    Only  prices  of  cabbage,  carrots,  cauliflower, 
onions,  and  spinach  declined.    Prices  of  broccoli,  carrots,  cauliflower, 
lettuce,  green  peas,  and  tomatoes  in  the  week  ended  October  21  were  sub- 
stantially higher  than  in  the  corresponding  week  of  193&*    ^e  usual  trend 
of  truck  crop  prices  is  sharply  upward  in  the  fall  and  winter  months  as 
market  supplies  usually  decrease  sharply  during  this  period. 

The  acreage  of  10  fall  and  winter  truck  crops  for  market,  the  earliest 
of  the  new  (l9*+0)  marketing  season,  is  indicated  to  total  126,230  acres,  or 
nearly  6  percent  more  than  was  available  for  harvest  in  these  areas  last 
season.    Unless  yields  are  unusually  low,  production  of  vegetables  will  be 
slightly  more  plentiful  this  winter  than  a  year  earlier.     This  larger  prop 
duction  together  with  slightly  larger  storage  stocks  of  the  late  crops  ex- 
cept cabbage  indicates  ample  supplies  for  the  winter  markets. 

The  acreage  of  asparagus,  for  market  and  manufacture,  for  harvest  in 
19^-0  is  also  indicated  to  be  about  6  r>ercent  larger  than  in  1939*  ^e  har- 
vest period  for  this  cro7:>  usually  begins  in  March. 

TRUCK  CROPS  FOR  MAMJEACTUEC 

Owing  to  a  reduction  of  22  percent  in  the  acreage  planted  to  all 
truck  crops  for  manufacture  in  1939 »  total  production  is  down  17  percent 
from  the  large  tonnage  produced  in  193^»    Only  lima  beans  and  spinatih  show 
slight  increases  over  the  previous  season's  production. 

The  reduced  supplies  available  for  canning  and  manufacture  have  re- 
sulted in  a  total  pack  of  canned  vegetables  about  20  percent  smaller  than  in 
193S 1  but  because  of  increased  carry-over  stocks  the  total  supply  of  canned 
vegetables  for  the  I939-U0  season  is  only  about  10  percent  smaller  than  a 
year  earlier.     The  total  supply  appears  to  be  ample  for  all  normal  require- 
ments. 

Although  definite  information  concerning  the  pack  of  frozen  vegetables 
is  not  available,  cold  storage  holdings  on  October  1,  1939  were  about  10  per- 
cent larger  than  a  year  earlier.    There  were  significant  increases  in  stocks 
of  asparagus,  lima  beans,  snap  beans,  broccoli,  and  spinach,  but  a  sharp  de- 
crease in  stocks  of  minor  vegetables.
